Flood Aid Hopes Increased. 


The likelihood that Congress will take 
action to protect the Mississippi valley 
against future floods was increased yes- 
terday when the Chamber of Commerce 
adopted a resolution covering the pres- 
ent disaster in that region. 

The resolution pointed out that Pres- 
ident Coolidge has enlisted engineers 
and economists to advise him on the 
larger factors invblved in the flood, and 
continued: 

“It is our hope and belief ‘that 
when the President’s_ program is devel- 
oped in such a manner as we have sug- 
gested it will be immediately accepted 
by Congress and made a subject of leg- 
islation directed solely to the protec- 
tion of the Mississippi valley without 
complication on account of conditions 
elsewhere.” 

It was announced that a _ report 
would be made within 60 days by the 
commission appointed by the chamber 
to study agricultural problems.

Frieda Hempel Says Rich 
Man Has Not Kept Up Pre- 
marital Contract. 


IS FOR $48,000 YEARLY 


New York, May 5 (By A. &) lien 
Heckscher, 79-year-old financier and 
philanthropist, is being sued for an 
amount estimated at $1,000,000 or more 
by Frieda Hempel, internationally noted 
opera singer, more than 30 years his 
junior, on the basis of a premarital 
contract, it was revealed today. 

From arguments submitted to the 
supreme court today, it was indicated 
that the alleged contract stipulated 
that the aged millionaire, whose en- 
gagement ‘to Miss Hempel has been 
rumored in America and Europe since 
last year, was to give the singer $48,- 
000 annually for the rest of her life.

the construction of national and inter- 
national highways. 

That a Pan-American commercial 
conference be held at least every four 
years. Vs 

That at future sessions the confer- 
ence take up the “subject of improv- 
ing the material standards of life and 
labor of the masses of the people of 
the respective countries. 

That efforts be made to bring about. 
& wider use of the metric system in 
inter-American commerce. 


Interchange of Students Asked. 


Other resolutions urged a uniformity 
of nomenclature in commercial terms, 
an interchange of students and profes- 
sors between American nations, and a 
reduction of internal taxes on products 
of inter-American commerce not classed

With the closing of the session, a

Mr. Pierson is the first New Yorker 
to be elected president of the chamber. 
He is chairman of the board of Ameri- 
can exchange of the Irving Trust Co., 
but his interest in general business af- 
fairs takes him into many fields. For 
many years he has been active in the 
Merchants association of New York, 
and served as president in 1922-23. He 
was president. of the.New York State 
Bankers association in 1903, and in 1909 
he became president of the American 
Bankers association. 

He has been prominently identified 
in the movement to develop uniform 
bills of lading and bank acceptances. 
He also has been actively interested in 
developing American business relations 
with foreign countries. He presided at 
the third Pan-American commercial 
conference, which has been in session 
here for the past four days. 

He was born on a farm at Metuchen, 
N. J., the descendant of an old Ameri- 
can line that was established at South- 
ampton, Long island, in 1639. He 
spent his boyhood ‘on the farm, and at 
an early age entered the service of the 
Hanover National Bank of New York, 
planning to work up through the vari- 
ous grades. 


Bank President at 33. 


In 1904, when he was 33 years old, 
Pierson became president of the New 
York National Exchange Bank and in 
1906 president o fthe Irving National 


Bank when the. two _ institutions 
merged. He is largely credited with the 


surprising growth of the Irving Trust 
Co., which is now the country’s fourth 
largest bank. 

Judge Parker was born* and ‘spent his 
boyhood on a Missouri farm, was grad- 
uated from the University of Texas and 
took up the practice of law in Houston, 
Tex. Upon America’s entrance into the 
world war he came to Washington as a 
“dollar-a-year man” and became a 
member of the war industries board. 

Following the signing of the armis- 
tice, he went. to Europe as chairman of 
the United State liquidation commis- 
sion, which, in a period of ten months, 
disposed of .all American surplus war 
materials in Europe. Upon his \eturn 
to this country, he resumed the practice 
of law in Houston. But in January, 
1923, he gave this up to become umpire 
of the German-American mixed claims 
commission. He long has been a mem- 
ber of the Chamber of Commerce and 
has held many important committee 
assignments. 


U.S. Shipping Board Favors 
Privately Owned Vessels 


. (By the Associated Press) 


In reply to an inquiry from the 
Pacific American Steamship association 
as to whether the Shipping Board favor- 
ed government or privately owned mer~ 
chant ships, Chairman O’Connor of the 
board telegraphed the association yes- 
terday that he and his colleagues were 
“in favor of carrying out the merchant 
marine act which provides for an 
American merchant marine ultimately 
to be privately owned.” 

“Meanwhile and until private Amerti- 
can capital can and will take it over,” 
said the chairman’s message, “ships are 
to be operated by the government for 
the protection of commerce and Nna- 
tional security. The proposed legisla- 
tion (introduced at the last session of 
Congress by Chairman Jones of the 
Senate commerce committee) merely 
provides means for carrying out the 
merchant marine act and leaves the 
door open to private capital.” 

The steamship association’s inquiry 
made reference to discussion yesterday 
on the merchant marine before the 
transportation section of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce. The 
section, after hearing Chairman O’Con- 
nor that the board neither intended. to 
invest capital in new ships or to con- 
tinue operation of vessels already con- 
fstructed if they could be taken over 
by private interests under satisfactory 
guarantees, adopted a resolution com- 
mending such a policy. 

The steamship association said that 
the action had started agitation in San 


Francisco for privately owned ships.

Valuable 
Washington real estate is devised in 
trust to the American Security & Trust 
Co. in furtherance of thig project. 

Miss Shoemaker devises two lots in 
square 1,732 and premises 1001 to 1009 
New York avenue northwest, 944 I 
street northwest, 3102-4 M street north- 
west, 1328 G street northwest, 3116-18 
M street northwest, 1200 Twentieth 
street northwest, and all other real 
estate owned by her at the date of her 
death, on May 4, to the trust company 
which will hold these properties in 
trust and handle the income, manage 
the sales and do all else necessary for 
the maintenance of the home. The 
home is to be known as the Elizabeth 
R. Shoemaker Retreat for Friendless 
Maiden Ladies, in honor of the memory 
of the mother of the testatrix. 


The home is to be nonsectarian in 
character and no spinster is to be 
barred because of. her religious beliefs 
and it is to accommodate at least 25 
spinsters, the will directs, If there are 
any spinsters of the blood of the testa- 
trix who desire to enter the home they 
are to have preference over others, the 
will says. Applicants must be indigent, 
according to the will.

Detectives began their investigation 
of Scharlin’s disappearance after his 
brother had reported numerous tele- 
phone calls’ demanding $25,000 ransom 
for the return of the missing man. 
The brother also turned over to police 
a letier from Scharlin saying he was 
being held. A torn half of Scharlin’s 
Elks card also was sent to the brother. 

‘With the pieces of card found in 
Thompson’s pocket, police also found 
five checks for %3,000 each signed by 
James H. Taylor, of Brooklyn, who dis- 
appeared from his home the same 
night Scharlin disappeared. Police are 
investigating the disappearance of Tay- 
lor as another kidnaping by Thompson 
and Berman. Thompson was said to

Druggan’s Brother Taken.

Gray Resumes His Story. 


The crowd in the courtroom this 
morning was so unruly that opening 
of court was delayed ten minutes as 
the spectators struggled for vantage 
points. When order was obtained, 
Gray resumed the witness chair, and 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder, his codefendant, 
went to her seat at the defense coun- 
sel table. Both were very pale, but 
seemed to have themselves well in 
hand. 

Gray immediately took up his story 
of the killing of Mrs. Snyder’s husband. 
After Snyder was killed, he said, he 
put on one of the dead man’s shirts, 
which Mrs, Snyder gave him, and they 
then went downstairs, where they sat 
in the living room. 

This testimony was a repetition of 
the last of yestercrgwy’s narrative and 
counsel for Mrs. Snyder objected. Jus- 
tice Scudder said Gray might double 
back on his story if he had additional 
details. Gray continued to tell of dis- 
posal in the furnace of bloodstained 
clothing and of hiding the sashweight. 

“Then we went upstairs,” he said, 
“and into the room where Snyder lay. 
I think it was at this time I put the 
revolver on his bed. She asked me if 
he was dead, and I said I didn’t think 
so. She asked me to help her twist 
wire around his neck. I tried, but I 
was so shaky and so intoxicated that 
I couldn’t do it. I started mussing 
things up to make it seem there had 
been a burglary. She asked me if I 
would hit her over the head to help the 
burglary story, bué I said I could not. 

“I did tie her up, however, and took 
two drinks and then left by the side 
door.” 

Could Not Sleep. 


Gray then told of taking a bus to 
Jamaica from Queens Village where the 
Snyders lived, and going to the Grand 
Central terminal where he took the 
8:45 train for Syracuse. . 

“I tried to read on the train and 
could not,” he said. “I tried to sleep 
and could not.” 

Samuel Miller, Gray’s counsel, who 
was conducting the direct examination 
of his client, asked if Gray had worn 
any disguise or changed his appearance 
in any way. Gray said he had not. 

Miller next asked Gray to pick up 
his narrative at the point where he got 
back to Syracuse after his trip to 
Queens Village. 

“I took a bath at the hotel and 
changed my clothes,” Gray replied, 
“and called Haddon Gray. He was out 
but his wife said she would have him 
call.

Gray’s confession was then produced 
and he read it, omitting such parts’as 
he asserted were untrue. He omitted 
little as he iead, and that little had to 
do with details of no importance. His 
reading of the confession sounded like 
a skeletonized “orm of his testimony on 
the. stand yesterday. 

As he ame in his reading to the re- 
countal of the actual killing, he began 
to cry again, and his voice choked.

Another reference to emigration came 
from the Chilean delegate, Senor Diaro 
Urcua, who said that South America 
needed capital and labor and that emi- 
grants would find remunerative em- 
ployment there. 


*Econamic League Proposed. 


M. Jouhaux, French labor leader, 
then moved the creation of a new eco- 
nomic organism at Geneva, which would 
be for economic matters what the ex- 
isting League of Nations council is for 
political questions. 

The French project proposes an in- 
ternational economic council of 18 
members, representing various world 
economic interests, and also the insti- 
tution of a consultative conference 
which would meet at least once in three 
years and survey the world situation. 

A strong protest against the “exces- 
sive and unwanted” police protection 
given to the soviet delegation by the 
Swiss authorities was made to Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary general of the 
League of Nations, today by Valerian 
Obolensky Ossinsky, chief soviet dele- 
gate to the economic conference. He 
told the secretary general that the po- 
lice meastires were “ridiculous, annoy- 
ing and an unacceptable restriction of 
liberty.” 

Sir Eric promised to intercede with 
the Swiss authorities, but pointed out 
that some protection was wisely pre- 
cautionary.

Would Inform Administration. 


A comprehensive study, such as a 
commission of this kind would make, 
would, in addition, give the adminis- 
tration exact knowledge on a good 
many questions which at the moment 
are extremely controversial. Research 
into flood prevention through the 
erection of reservoirs in the watersheds 
would mean that the commission would 
have to consider the accompanying 
problems of waterpower development 
and inland navigation and the con- 


clusions might well be used by the ad- 
ministration as its policy as dis- 
tinguished from the waterpower bloc 
already in existence. 

The immediate proponents of the 
commission plan, who called at the 
White House yesterday with Represen- 
tative Porter, were A. J. Kelly, jr., presi- 
dent, and W. M. Jacoby, secretary of the 
flood commission of Pittsburgh. The 
Pennsylvania city has, since the flood 
of 1907, the most disastrous Pittsburgh 
ever had, maintained this body. Thou- 
sands of dollars have been expended on 
surveys and improvements that have 
minimized the danger of flood waters 
in the Monongahela, Allegheny and 
Ohio river basins, and the opinion of 
these experts, as expressed to the Presi- 
dent, is that the entire problem pre- 
sents a national one that cannot be ad- 
equately handled either under present 
methods or without coordination of all 
its’ elements, ‘ 

The letter wihrich the Pittsburgh flood 
commissioners presented to the Presi- 
dent said in part: 

“The levee system of protection in 
the Mississippi valley has been tried for 
@ great many years and it is apparent 
that this means alone is not sufficient 
to prevent these great floods and that 
there must be developed additional 
means as supplements to the levee sys- 
tem which will. in time of floods fur- 
ther help to keep the Mississippi river 
within bounds. 

“The need for a comprehensive plan 
of national flood control has been again 
made plainly apparent by this disas- 
ter. There are in general three major 
proposals for flood relief set up by 
competent authorities who have studied 
this problem from all of its various 
angles over a period of a great many 
years. These are levees, reservoirs and 
by-pass outlets. Up to the present 
time a great many millions of dollars 
have been expended by the Federal 
government on levees, and thelr com- 
plete success can not be admitted, The 
time now has arrived, we believe, to 
consider the other two major remedies, 
and the purpose of this memorial is 
respectfully to suggest that immediate 
steps be taken looking toward that 
end. 


Reservoirs Will Not Solve Problem. 


“It is true that reservoirs alone will 
not solve the problem. Neither will 
by-pass outlets alone do it. It also 
seems true that levees alone can not 
do it. Therefore, it is suggested that 
the three, or combinations of the three, 
be considered. Many engineers believe 


an 


or partly, by reservoirs. It requires lit- 
tle imagination to picture what would 
be happening in the Mississippi val- 
ley y if the uncontrolled tributa- 
ries of the Ohio river and the Ohio 
river itself were now in flood, or if 
all of the large tributaries of the Mis- 
sissippi should happen to be in flood 
at the same time.

Red Cross Prepares Program 
to Check Disease 
in Camps. 


While the country generously re- 
sponded with an additional $1,100,000 
in contributions to the Red Cross flood 
relief fund yesterday, the Red Cross 
prepared a health p am intended to 
check serious disease outbreaks which 
menace the numerous refugee camps 
that dot the edges of the flood zone. 

Miss Elizabeth G. Fox, Red Cross 
nursing adviser for the disaster zone, 
reported to national headquarters that 
wholesale inoculations against typhoid 
probably would have to be started in 
view of the threatened spread of this 
disease. © 

Health and hygiene in the camps is 
a matter of strict discipline. The health 
program comprises four major sanitary 
measures. 

They are the purification of the water 
supply, the protection of the food sup- 
fly, absolute cleanliness about the 
camp.and the disposal of refuse, and 
the reporting and isolation of com- 
municable diseases and the immuniza- 
tion of all contacts. . Other diseases 
which threaten are malaria and small- 
pox. The mosquito is a serious menace, 
and measures must be undertaken for 
mosquito control. 


Gifts Total $7,443,267. 


Total contributions reported to na- 
tional headquarters yesterday brought 
the amount so far collected to $7,443,- 
267, which is almost three-fourths of 
the $10,000,000 called for by presiden- 
ti: proclamation. The present re- 
sponse, however, indicates that the 
country will climb far over the top. It 
is generally recognized that the $10,- 
000,000 is only a pittance compared to 
what actually will be needed.

E. L. Bishop, Tennessee health officer, 
reported three cases of typhoid and 
eight of smallpox. 

Scattering cases of both diseases were 
reported from Louisiana concentration 
camps today. Dr. Oscar Dowling, Lou- 
isiana State health officer, said five 
cases of typhoid were being treated 
within the flood area and that two 
cases Of smallpox were reported. 


Labor Agents Combated. 


Reports from Arkansas, where sixteen 
cases of typhoid were Hsted Tuesday, 
were not available today. Kentucky 
reported no disease except for two cases 
of malaria. Mississippi figures were not 
at hand. 

The refugee situation throughout the 
valley was said to be vastly improved 
today. Rescue work continued in the 
newly flooded areas of Louisiana, while 
waters were reported slowly falling in 
the older flood regions, greatly facili- 
tating the movement of supplies and 
preparations for rehabilitation. 

Labor agents were said to be active 
among negro refugees in Yazoo City, 
Miss., concentration camps and citi- 
zens formed a vigilance committee to 
deal with the offenders.

BRITISH DEBT NOTE CLOSED 
INCIDENT, VIEW OF OFFICIALS

people attach to them. Whatever is} 


said along the debt-cancellation line 
is cabled to Europe, it is explained, 
and prominently displayed in the Euro- 
pean press, even though the American 
newspapers pay little attention to such 
reports. 

But the dominant opinion expressed 
here in authoritative quarters yester- 
day was that the British government 
had a definite purpose in adopting the 
course pursued. This is based on the 
theory that British diplomacy seldom 
gaes astray and that the British gov- 
ernment risked the sharp rebuff re- 
ceived from Secretary Kellogg in order 
to accomplish other purposes in Great 
Britain and on the continent of Europe, 
particularly in France. 

Secretary Mellon’s previous state- 
ment showing that Great Britain was 
demanding $71,052,000 from France in 
payment of the 1926-27 debt install- 
ment due to the British government 
had made a very unfavorable impres- 
sion in French circles. The unratified 
Franco-American debt settlement calls 
only for a $30,000,000 payment during 
this same period from France to the 
United States. 

Yet th@e has been a_ tendency 
among some British statesmen te make 
the French people believe that Amer- 
ica was exacting harsh and oppressive 
terms in dealing with the proposed 
French settlement. The Mellon figures 
which show that Britain is exacting 
two and a third times as many mil- 
lions as America proposed to accept 
naturally made a deep impression 
throughout France. It is believed that 
the British note was designed to check 
this impression before French opin- 
ion assigned to John Bull the role of 
Shylock, which role heretofore has 
been so generously assigned to Uncle 
Sam. 

It isj,also believed, here that the 
British government may have thought 
the time ripe to divert attention of 
the British from the labor bill now be- 
fore the British parliament. By adopt- 
ing the unusual course of sending a 
formal note to the United States on 
the question of war debts, which. ques- 
tion naturally affects the economic 
life of Great Britain, the British gov- 
ernment may have counted on raising 
an international issue which would 
command attention and approbation 
from all shades of British opinion. 

The wholehearted indorsement which 
the British press have so far given to 
the note indicates, it is explained, that 
British diplomacy in this instance has 
had a favorable rather than unfavor- 
able effect on the home-consumption 
phase of the episode, 

Had Secretary Kellogg delayed his re- 
ply, or had he entered into a detailed 
discussion, the effect of the British 
note would have been greatly enhanced 
so far as British opinion is concerned.

HALL OF FAME SEES 
BUSTS OF 6 UNVEILED 


New York, May 5 (By A. P.).—The 
busts of six great Americans, installed 
in the colonnade of the Hall of Fame 
at New York university, were unveiled 
today. Thousands of persons from 


many States and foreign countries, in- 
cluding many descendants of the per- 
sons honored and distinguished repre- 
sentatives of professions and arts, at- 
tended the exercises. The busts un- 
veiled were those of: 

John James Audubon, naturalist; 
William Ellery Channing, preacher and 
theologian; Admiral 
Farragut, civil war naval commander; 
Benjamin Franklin, scientist and 
statesman; Washington Irving, man of 
letters and historian, and Mary Lyon, 
founder of Mount Holyoke college. 

Of the 65 personages now enrolled in 
the Hall of Fame, busts of 44 now are 
provided.

~ SMASHING UP WINDOWS 


North Carolina Officials Call 
Out;Guardsmen; Tear 
Bombs Sent For. 


Caledonia Farm, Halifax County, N. 
C., May 5 (By A. P.).—Hungry and 
thirsty, 400 white prisoners of Cale- 
donia prison farm, pronounced by Gov. 
McLean in a state of mutiny, were un- 
der national guard surveillance tonight. 

The prisoners, demanding a 55-hour 
work week and Saturday afternoons off, 
went on a strike yesterday, rioted last 


night and caused the governor, Attor- 
ney General Brumitt and Adjt. Gen. 
J. Van B. Metts to decide on sending 
two units of the North Carolina na- 
tional guard here this evening. News 
of the outbreak did not become known 
publicly until the men of Company M, 
machine gun outfit, were seen on their 
home streets at Wilson, N. C., today 
preparing to come here. 

Supt. George Ross Pou, of the State 
prison, Raleigh, who had come here 
late yesterday on word of the riot, con- 
firmed the news of the disturbance 
which leaked out at Wilson and the 
governor in Raleigh issued a brief state- 
ment to the effect that Company B, 
Warrenton rifles, and Company M, Wil- 
son, had been ordered out. Adjt. Gen. 
Metts arrived here this evening. 


Refuses to Accede. 


Mr. Pou declared the State would not 
accede to the demands of the men. 
The farm comprises about 2,000 acres. 

The.men, grumbling yesterday after- 
noon, ran wild last night until the 170 
honor guards outside locked them in 
cells and in the dormitory. The strik- 
ing prisoners tore down the washstands 
and lavatories, broke all the beds, 
smashed out the windows and broke 
the lights, but the guards rushed them 
back to their cells. 

Mr. Pou ordered all the water sup- 
ply turned off and that the men not 
be fed until they change their attitude. 
This order remained in effect tonight, 
but the morning was expected to see 
the mutiny ended. 

One escape was the upshot, and that 
convict was returned. E. W. Franks, 
white, serving a term for automobile 
robbery, was back behind bars after a 
trying 40-mile ride while hanging onto 
axle and driving rods of a truck late 
yesterday. 

The driver, a local tinsmith, who had 
been to the prison to do some repair 
work, was not aware of the prisoner’s 
presence until he parked in front of 
his shop at Rocky Mount, 40 miles 
away, and found the escaped prisoner 
resting on the rear axle of the truck.

GAS AND FIRE THREATEN 
MINE-BLAST RESCUER 


Two More Bodies Found in 
Everettsville Pit; 31 Dead 
Accounted For. 


63 STILL ARE ENTOMBED 


Fairmont, W. Va., May 5 (By A. P.).— 
Gas and fire, twin horrors of the under- 
ground, retained their grip of death to- 
night on 63 victims of the Everettsville 
mine disaster, fiye days after their fate 
was sealed by a terrific explosion. 


Rescue crews, settling down to what 
promised to be a long and tedious 
undertaking, literally took their lives 
in their hands today to push forward 
the work of recovering the bodies of 
the entombed dead. 

The increased hazards of another 
explosion was shown by an air test late 
in the day. The analysis disclosed 6.4 
per cent of the highly explosive 
methane gas. A figure above 5.5 per 
cent of methane in the air may cause 
an explosion, the experts said, but 
Robert Lambie, State mine chief, ex- 
pected to relieve the situation by flush- 
ing out the bad air in the section where 
the test was taken, 

Two additional bodies were located by 
rescue crews in midafternoon, bringing 
the number of known dead to 31. Three 
bodies, previously found, were brought 
to the surface, leaving four others to 
be brought out later. The work for 
the last 24 hours has centered largely 
in completing the system of air locks 
through one of the main entries to a 
designated point to, permit the helmet- 
men to turn into the seventh northeast 
section. Thirteen men are believed to 
have been working there when the blast 
occurred. 

The bodies located today were among 
the worst mangled yet found. The 
wreckage of a trip of coal cars was 
nearby. The cars were ripped into 
small pieces. 


$1,250,000 SOUGHT 
BY CHAPLIN’S WIFE 


Demand for. Sum to Settle 
Sensational Divorce 
Suit Is Charged. 


Los Angeles, Calif., May 5 (By A. P.). 
Counsel for Charlie Chaplin tonight 
disclosed that $1,125,000 had been set 
by Lita Grey Chaplin as the sum for 
which she would settle her sensational 
divorce sult against the film comedian. 

Mrs. Chaplin’s demand was disclosed 
in a formal statement {ssued by Loyd 
Wright and Charles E. Milligan, the 
comedian’s attorneys, in which they 
answered charges made by her coun- 
sel that Chaplin had refused to settle 
the case out of court. 

At all times, Chaplin’s attorneys de- 
clared, their client has “been willing 
to give Mrs. Chaplin in excess of her 
share of the community property.” 
To facilitate such a settlement, they 
said, Chaplin had agreed to retain an 
accountant to make an audit of the 
books, showing to “the last nickle 
what her share of the property is.” 

“The plaintiff’s chief counsel and 
uncle, Edwin T. McMurray,” the 
statement concludes, “has stated that 
regardless of the amount of com- 
munity property, he proposes to get a 
million and a quarter out of Mr. 
Chaplin. This is more money than 
Mr. Chaplin possesses, as we are in- 
formed.”

Other 
policies totaling $85,000, taken out at 
various times since 1923, were changed 
from their original beneficiaries last 
April 18, and made payable to the 
brother. This was two days before the 
attorney reported he was held up by 
two men and robbed of $5,000 

On the very day he was killea Hicks 
made a will, naming his brother as 
his chief beneficiary and as executor 
without bond. 

The arrests were made after Miss I. 
H. Sinnwell, the slain lawyer’s stenog- 
rapher, had been questioned by Chief 
Kaiser and had revealed that Glens 
Hicks telephoned her Sunday morning 
and asked her to come to his brother’s 
office. This was a few hours before 
the body was found on a Pian road 
in St. Louis county. 

“I took my brother with ins for pro- 
tection,” Miss Sinnwell told reporters 
after her interview with the detective 
chief. “I don’t want to say anything 
at all,” 

Edward Seel, janitor at the office 
building, said two unidentified men 
went up ot the eighth floor office suite 
occupied by the slain attorney and his 
law partnre, former Gov.

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“Anti-Constitutional,” 
Tells Marylanders. 


Baltimore, May 5 (By A. P.)—A 
question asked by Abraham Lincoln 
two generations ago—“Are all the laws 
but one to go unexecuted and: the 
govefmment itself go to pieces lest 
that one be violated”—was ted 

by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, presi- 
dent of Columbia university, in ad- 
dress before the Southern Maryland 
society here tonight. 

“The shameful and shocking record” 
made by Federal officials in enforcing 
the eighteenth amendment,” Dr. Butler 
said, “gives us the answer to Lincoln’s 
piercing question.” 

Citing imstances of “abhorrent” 
abuse of power by prohibition agents, 
the speaker said: “The list of crimes, 
outrages and horrors that have been 
and are committed in the name of law 
enforcement could be indefinitely ex- 
tended. The political party that dares 
to declare for law enforcement now 
must thereby stand sponsor for them.” 

Dr. Butler gave his opinions on the 
outcome of the 1928 elections, should 
the major parties take definite but op- 
posing stands on “law enforcement” or 
both come out on one side. There was, 
perhaps, he said, one other course of 
action and that was that the eight- 
eenth amendment be given a further 
“say of 25 years,” but, he asked, 
“why select the eighteenth amendment 
for this honor and discrimination? 
Why not give murder and arson and 
theft and other human activities which 
violate the principles of free and or- 
derly society a similar trial? Perhaps 
they, too, might be found to possess 
unsuspected virtues and to conceal un- 
revealed blessings. 

“By decision of the United States 
Supreme Court, fortunately not a de- 
cision sustained by a reasoned opinion, 
that amendment (the eighteenth)* 
formally in the Constitution. Th 
Supreme Court having spoken, how- 
ever much we may believe this eight- 
eenth amendment to be unconstitu- 
tional, there is no longer use in saying 
so, but even by decision of the Su- 
preme Court that the _ eighteenth 
amendment is not unconstitutional, it 
is none the less certainly anticonsti- 
tutional. That’ is the fundamental rea- 
son why it must and will come out 
of that Constitution. 

“I know the conventional retort, that 
it is impossible to take anything out 
of’ the Constitution. The American 
people took slavery cut of the Consti- 
tution. They took the original mode of 
electing a President and a Vice Presi- 
dent out of the Constitution. Why can 
they not be expected to do this, which 
is infinitely more important?” 


Borah Urges Briand 
To Draft a Treaty 


New York, May 5 (By A. P.).—Senator 
William E. Borah, chairman of the 
Senate foreign relations committee, 
hopes that Foreign Minister Briand’s 
proposal that the United States and 
France agree to outlaw war “will take 
the form of a proposed treaty,” the 
senator wrote to Raymond B. Fosdick, 
former undersecretary general of the 
League of Nations, in a letter made 
public today. , 

M. Briand, in a message to the 
American people on the tenth anniver- 
sary of America’s entry in the world 
war, said France would be willing to 
enter into sach an agreement with 
America. 

“I am very much interested in M. 
Briand’s proposal,” said the senator, 
“I trust he will reduce his suggestion 
to the form of a proposed treaty. There 
is much difference of opinion as to 
what ‘outlawry of war’ means, and I 
would be more than pleased to have 
so able an exponent of the case as M. 
Briand put his views into form so that 
we may deal intelligently with the sub- 
ject.”

Pinehurst, N. C., May 5 (By A. P.).— 
An appeal for a memorial in Washing- 
ton to James Madison and Thomas 


Jefferson was made by Claude G. Bow- 
ers, editor of the New York Evening 
World; in an address here tonight “be- 
fore the North Carolina Bar association. 
. “In the Capital of the Nation,” he 
said, “we look in vain for the nation’s 
tribute to James Madison, father of 
the Constitution, and to Thomas Jétf- 
ferson, sponsor of the bill of rights and 
author of the Declaration of Indepen- 
dence. 

“The city is crowded with stone and 
bronze gargoyles of nonentities and 
mediocrities, but no place has been 
been found for the autkor of the Con- 
stitution and the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

“The fourth-rate general has his 
mohument, the ephemeral politician 
his memorial, but the richest nation on 
the globe after 150 years has manifest- 
ed no appreciation of the part played 
by Jefferson and Madison in making 
possible our triumphant march to 
power. 

“If the philosophy of democracy in 
the Declaration of Independence is 
worth kaving; if the bill of rights is 

worth preserving, and if the Constitu- 
tion is as sacred as we contend, the 
scandalous neglect of Jefferson and 
Madison, in the capital of the republic, 
will no longer be tolerated by the 
American people. 

“He who would count the pennies 
of the cost is placing a small value on 
the boon of liberty and democracy and 
on fundamental law. 

Mr. Bowers said that to Jefferson,

MISCHIEVOUS DEBT DISCUSSION. 


The Associated Press reports from London 
that it was told by a “responsible Downing 
sireet official’ that Great Britain’s war debt 

te to the United States was aimed primarily 
.* continental debtors of Britain, and‘was de- 
-igned to remove “false impressions” created 
ly Secretary Mellon’s letter to President Hib- 
ben, of Princeton. The British government ap- 
parently feared that continental debtors would 
draw comparisons between the amounts col- 
lected from them by Britain and the sums paid 
by Britain to the United States. Mr. Mellon 
had stated that Great Britain was scheduled 
to receive from her debtors a substantial 
amount more than she had-agreed to pay to the 
United States, ‘‘so that her American payments 
will not constitute a drain upon her own eco- 
nomic resources.”’ 

The fact that France has arranged to pay 
to Great Britain $70,000,000 annually, while 
offering to pay only $30,000,000 annually to 
the United States, has caused: some heated 
comments in France in disparagement of 
Britain’s attitude on the war debts. 

Secretary Mellon’s statement of Wednesday 

* yeveals that Great Britain, beginning this year, 
will receive a*surplus from continental debtors 

over the sums that are to be paid by Britain 
to the United States. This fundamental fact 

’ remains unshaken, notwithstanding the volumi- 

nously technical language of the British gov- 
ernment’s note. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Churchill, chan-: 

’ cellor of the exchequer, should have attempted 
to resume discussions on the debt question. 
Secretary Kellogg’s abrupt dismissal of the 

subject will tend to prevent unnecessary and 
increasing bitterness between the American 
and British people. Nothing whatever is to 26 
gained by further discussions. The sums that 
may be collected by Great Britain from her 

‘ debtors are of no concern to Americans, and 

‘the much advertised policy embodied in the. 
- Balfour note of 1922 has no bearing upon the 

‘ Anglo-American settlement. Britain can can- 
cel all of the debts owed by her allies, if she 
chooses; but Mr. Mellon. has clearly shown that 
the. United States can not cancel any of che 
war debts. 

If further discussions on this painful subject 

- should irritate both America and England the 
- fault will lie at the door of those who persist 
- in urging cancellation of the debts. They are 
* mischief-makers, pure and simple. They do 

*'not take into account the fact that the Ameri- 

* can people lent the money that is owed by for- 

* eign debtors. The United States government 
- can not give away to foreign nations the money 

» that‘it borrowed from its citizens. 

' Now that Mr. Mellon has again, with clear- 
. ness and undeniable truth, shown that the debt 
payments by Britain are not a burden upon her 

; people, but are more than made up by British 
« collections from Europe, the agitation for can- 
cellation should cease, for the sake of good 

‘ relations between America and Britain. The 

*.two nations are engaged in momentous delib- 
erations in other fields, in which harmonious 
~ action is highly desirable. Mr. Churchill ought 
to have some consideration for his colleague, 
Mr. Chamberlain, who is carrying a heavier 

., burden than that borne wt the chancellor of the

‘The seaplanes of the United States navy 
have justified their.existence as winged mes- 
sengers of mercy in the flood regions. Thirty- 
six seaplanes from America’s first line of de- 
fense have been’ serving the American Red 
Cross in the relief work. 

These planes have taken food to marooned 
men, women and children and carried rescuers 
and workers to isolated places which could 
not be reached at all by dry land, and less 
quickly by means of boats. In the face of the 
recent naval aviation catastrophes it is note- 
worthy that im all the hundreds of trips made 
by these 36 seaplanes to succor flood victims 
there have been no accidents. 

Their work also serves to point the moral 
that the mission of the navy and its branches 
in peace time is a very considerable one and 
that the United States navy always does its 
full share in emergency disaster or other times 
of national peril or calamity. 

During the twelve months ended March 26, 
over 20,000,000 passenger miles were flown 
by naval planes, during which time there were 
nineteen deaths, or a single death for every 
1,000,000 miles traveled. The scouting fleet 
has just completed a cruise during which more 
than 750,000 passénger miles were flown, dur- 
ing which there was neither death nor serious 
injury to the personnel. During the year pre- 
ceding this, naval planes flew the equivalent of 
well over eight times around the world without 
a single forced’ landing. More than 3,300 


landings have been made on the carrier Lang- . 


ley without ever seriously injuring an. aviator. 
The ordinary rate of casualties among city 
pedestrians does not equal this record of com- 
parative safety. 

It jis folly to assert that the airplane is 
‘“‘fool-proof,” or that it is absolutely safe at 
all times. It is neither of these things, nor is 
the railroad train, the automobile, the street 
car or the steamship. The plane is not as dan- 
gerous as it Was even a year ago, however, and 
its sturdiness, stability and safeness is being 
increased every day. 


MOTORING IN MASSACHUSETTS. 


Some months ago consternation was thrown 
into the ranks of automobile owners contem- 
plating a tour of New England. It was reported 
that the legislature of Massachusetts had en- 
acted laws that would compel every motorist 
to register and to take out a special policy of 
insurance. But one of the automobile clubs 
has made an investigation as to the scope of 
the laws, with the result that the anxiety of 
the visitors to the State is relieved. 

Visitors touring the State with the intention 
of remaining less than 30 days will have the 
same privileges that they have always enjoyed, 
and will not be required to register or to take 
out special liability, insurance. This class in- 
cludes from 75 to 90 per cent of all “out- 
siders.”” The small minority who have been 
in the habit of spending the entire season in 
the State will be required to register with the 
Massachusetts department of motor vehicles 
and carry Massachusetts plates. Also, in order 
to register, it will be necessary for long-term 
sojourners to obtain the same liability insur- 
ance that all residents of the State must carry. 
Rules have been established to protect car 
Owners against discrimination, so ,that ail, 
residents and honresidents, will pay the same 
fees and obtain the same protection. 

Massachusetts requires that all her resident 
car owners must take out’ insurance for their 
own protection and the protection of other 
motorists and pedestrians. It is more than 
likely that other States will enact similar legis- 
lation. % 


INDUSTRIES IN WASHINGTON. 


The Dupont Circle Citizens association has 
adopted a resolution condemning the efforts 
of local trade orgpnizations to induce manu- 
facturers to locate in Washington. When the 
resolution was introduced the statement was 
made that manufacturers who had attempted 
to gain a foothold in Washington during the 


_last century invariably failed because they 


could not compete with the government in 
hours, wages or special vacation privileges. 
In order to discourage manufacturers, and to 
combat the work of the trade bodies, a com- 
mittee has been formed to gather data regard- 
ing past experience which will be placed in 
the hands of any who may be planning to 
locate in Washington. 

‘Washington should never be permitted to 
become a manufacturing community. Huge 
smokestacks belching smoke and soot to be- 
grime Federal structures would constitute an 
intolerable nuisance. The nation’s Capital 
was not designed to be an industrial city. But 
light manufactures, produced by electric power, 
in structures remote from the residential and 
governmental part of the city would constitute 
a genuine asset to the economic life of the 
community. They should not be discouraged. 
The Dupont Circle association has taken the 
only justifiable stand regarding factories. 
Surely, however, it does not intend to Pest un- 
objectionable industry. 


A “SCENE” IN THE HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


The spectacle of a prime minister of Eng- 
land being shouted down in his place in the 
house of commons, while expounding proposed 
new legislation for which he is responsible, is 
so rare as to cause unbounded astonishment 
when it occurs. That he should be also taunt- 
ed as a liar is unprecedented. Yet these were

reading debate on the trade union bill. There 
were some hisses when he commenced his 
speech, but comparative quiet prevailed until 
he made the declaration that the present trade 
unions are getting into thé hands of the 
minority movement, or communistic element, 
and then the uproar began.

PLACING CHILDREN. 


Promulgation of an order by the commis- 


sioners calling upon the children’s bureau to 
make a social investigation of all boarding 
homes in which juvenile wards of the District 
are maintained brings'to light the astonishing 
fact that heretofore only a sanitary inspection 
has been required before issuing the necessary 
license. -The action was taken upon the re- 
quest of the Council of Social Agencies, which 
said in a communication to the commissioners: 
There are instances, well known to 
most of the social workers of the District 
of Columbia, in which licenses have been 
issued to persons entirely unqualified to 
give children the sort of care and super- 
vision that is the right of every child. 
Important as sanitation happens to be, it is 
only one of many considerations to be used in 
measuring the fitness of a home for the child 
ward. He must be placed in an environment 
that will encourage the unwarped . develop- 
ment of his mind and character. It would 
be criminal to place a child in immoral sur- 
roundings. 


VALUATION EXPERTS. 


Some time ago the comptroller general ren- 
dered an opinion to the-effect that experts to 
be employed by the utilities commission in 
the drawing up of new valuations would have 
to be hired under the provisions of the classi- 
fication act. This created a situation which 
would have precluded the commission from 
hiring competent assistance, since the. rate of 
compensation demanded by such experts far 
exceeded that allowed under the classification 
act. Thereupon the commission appealed to 
the comptroller general for a reversal of the 
opinion, which has just been granted. 

The rate and valuation cases about to be 
heard are of great importance, both to the 
public‘and to the corporations. _ While there 
is-every desire that the public utility com- 
panies be enabled to earn a fair return upon 
their capital investment, the impression is 
abroad that in some cases the tariffs are too 
high. The utilities commission’s first task is 
to investigate the entire situation, a task which 
demands the highest type of expert assistance. 

There is no economy in employing incom- 
petent help. Specialized’: knowledge will make 
it possible to complete the task in a minimum 
time, and when it has been completed it will 
mean something. The comptroller general, in 
overruling his previous opinion, has acted in 
the best interests of Washington.

CINCINNATI POINTS THE WAY. 


Whenever_mention is made of a community 
chest for Washington—a plan under which 
once each year a general solicitation is made 
for the funds necessary for all the charities 
operative within a city—stout opposition de- 
velops. The chief complaint is that the chest 
never has proved successful, that the entire 
quota rarely is raised, and that strong chari- 
table organizations which would have had no 
difficulty in raising their budget have to suffer 
with the weak. .An event has just transpired in 
Cincinnati, however, which should be of in- 
terest to Washington. 

A community chest. has been raising all 
funds for charity in the Ohio city for thirteen 
years. Some time during the winter months 
each charitable institution in the city makes 
known to a central committee its financial 
needs for the coming year, and the total of 
these various budgets becomes the quota for 
the community chest. The city then is divided 
into districts, each with its quota, and in the 
spring the two weeks’ drive for contributions 
is started. 

Monday last witnessed the conclusion of the 
1927 chest campaign, for which a quota of 
$2,014,816 had been set. Individual pledges 
were received from 71,000 persons and group 
subscriptions accounted for some 14,000 more. 
The quota was not only raised, but nearly 
$16,500 more than wag called for found its 
way into the chest. Each of the 86 districts 
into'which the city had been divided more than 
filled its quota. 

Cincinnati is of approximately the same 
population as Washington, and if the com- 
munity chest has proved a success there, there, 
is no reason why it can not prove successful 
here. Surely the Capital has an equal capacity 


for organization and management, surely its 


citizens are no more difficult to. sway in mat- 
éers of charitable contribution than those of 
Cincinnati. Properly organized, properly 
manned and properly. advertised, this modern 
method of raising alms can assure to worthy 
organizations ample funds for all their needs, 
and can .make it possible. for. citizens of a

She has French 
chic, Spanish fire, Nordic ability and 
American charm. She has all charms 
in one.

HOW TO KEEP WELL | 


By DR. W. 

DIET TO PRESERVE GOOD TEETH. 

HE preservation of the teeth is 
much more.a matter of nutrition 
than it is of cleanliness. The 

motto, “A clean tooth never decays,” 
is no longer accepted as correct. 

The teeth should be kept clean. They 
should be picked after each meal. After 
the picking the mouth should be rinsed, 
just as finger bowls are now used to 
rinse the fingers and lips. Regularly 
every day the teeth should be brushed 
with a brush and some cleansing com- 
pound which contains soap and at least 
one of its ingredients. 

All of this is wise. But something 
more must be done. That something 
relates to nutrition. To begin with, the 
teeth must be built right chemically 
and structurally. Even after the coats 
are laid down the nutrition must be 
kept right, else some of the good ma- 
terial already deposited will be ab- 
sorbed and poor stuff put in its place. 
Building departments, street paving de- 
partments and such are not the only 
places where the inspector must stay on 
the job else weak mixtures will be laid 
down. What's worse in this tooth busi- 
ness, the contractor may take up good 
stuff and relay poor. Witness the loss of 
teeth by pregnant women. 

In order to have teeth of good qual- 
ity, there must be plenty of butter, 
green vegetables and milk in the diet. 
Dr. G. D. Scott does not think our pres- 
ent-day diet is as good for the teeth as 
was that of the aborigines. They ate a 
mixed diet of coarse foods. It was rich 
in lime and phosphorus, and it required 
plenty of chewing. He says their teeth 
are found to be worn down like those of 
a 6-year-old horse, but they are almost 
free from decay. 

In order that they may have good 
teeth he gives babies raw tomato juice 
and raw carrots, scraped and strained. 
These are not given until the baby is 
‘old enough for fruit and vegetable 
juices. Every effort is made to have the 
juice clean and free from typhoid and 
other germs and parasites. 

Exposure to sunlight under proper 
conditions is another factor in having 
babies develop good teeth. 

Dr. Scott does not say where he 
stands on giving babies a very small 
dose of thyroid if they are extra siow 
about cutting teeth. Some writers say 
this will start the teeth to coming 
through the gums. Dr. Scott does say 
he does not lance gums as our fore- 
fathers did.

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HOW SHORT ARE SKIRTS? 
T used to be that we measured 
I skirts up from the floor—six— 
eight — twelve —finally fourteen 
inches. This, at best, was a poor way 
to measure because it didn’t take into 
account a woman’s own proportions. 
Today we measure down from the knee, 
and two inches.below: is a good average 
length if a person has. well-shaped legs. 


There are many modifications, how- 
ever. The girl with very good legs, 
if they are also very young legs below 
a slim young figure, can wear them a 
bit shorter. But she must not for- 
get that to show the bend of the 
knee in back is ugly. Nor must ske 
fail to remember that a tight skirt 
can not be worn so short as a full 
skirt, because it pulls up even in walk- 
ing—and what it does wpen she sits 
down is often nobody’s business.

| Fixing the Lawn | 

EAR JIMMY: 1 heard the other 

day that the Massachusetts Agri- 
cultural college is saying that 
Tun-down lawns can be greatly im- 
proved by successive top-dressings of 
garden loam during the spring, to- 
gether with several nitrate of soda 
treatments. A single season of this 
should make a real difference in the 
thickness, vigor and general appear- 
ance of the turf. 


The plan as outlined by the college 
calls for application of the best com- 
posit or loam every 20 days, each layer 
to be from half-inch to 1 inch deep, 
worked evenly into the grass with the 
back of a rake, Between these top 
dressings, and at equal intervals, the 
nitrate of soda is sparingly applied, 
Thus, each ten days sees a fresh supply 
of either the loam or the chemical 
stimulant. 


It is claimed that this treatment is 
more beneficial to thin lawns than the 
usual addition of fresh seed would be. 
So long as a fair amount of established 
grass is present, the best plan is to 
encourage and not supplement it. Of 
course, seed should be used where areas 
are actually bare. 

In communities; like yours, Jimmy, 
lawn information is usually welcome 
at this time of year, so I’m passing 
along these tips for what they are 
worth. Maybe you and Peg can make 
use of them—I hope so
